STRONG DEFENCE 

In its six wins in a 
row, Hellas has conceded 
only three goals. That is 


-a mighty good illustra- 


tion of its defensive 
strength, 

In the same six games, 
it scored 15 goals, taking 
2 goals twice, 3 goals 
twice, and 4 goals once. 
In only one game in this 
winning. run were the 
Greeks held down to one 
goal, There you have an 
indication of its attack- 
ing strength — especially 
when you remember that 
Wilhelmina, Juventus, 
“Hakoah and Polonia were 
amongst the six victims. 

These figures also re- 
present a remarkable dis- 
play of consistency which 
ean only stem from com- 
plete team  understand- 
ing, club spirit, and all- 
round ability.

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Referees’ 
Column 


By JIM DUNBAR 


F all the officiais whe contribute to ovr game, 
fhe one who receives Hitle or no recognition is 
he club jinesman. 

Due to the fact that there are insufficient experi- 
mced referees in Victoria to enable the Referees’ 
\ssociation to appoint linesmen in any games other 
han the State League, it is essential that club men 
ye available to act in this capacity. 

The most important thing to remember, Mr Club 
Linesman, is that you are there to HELP the releree: 

have known occasions when linesmen, out of sheer 
sussedness, deliberately refrained from signalling to 
he referee, because a previous signal apparently had 
een ignored. 

¥n such a case, a linesman can be ordered off, and 
eported to the Federation. 

The referee is the principal official. Jf he disagrees 
vith you, he will have a good reason for doing so. 

Do not stand waving your flag as though you were 
velcoming a long-lost friend. Stick it straight up and 
itand still, If the referee disagrees, pull if down again 
inomediately. 

Before the game starts, go to ihe referee and get 
ais instructions. Do not wait for him to call you. 

it is difficult for a club man to be unbiased, but 
ry fo be fair to both teams when giving goal kicks, 
rorner kicks or throw-ins, 

Be sure that the WHOLE of the ball has crossed 
he line before giving it out of play. 


Be extremely careful with off-side decisions’— it 
loes not matter where the player is when he receives 
he ball; it’s where -he is when the ball was last 
played BY A TEAM MATE that counts. And al- 
hough he is in an offside position, remember that he 
need not necessarily be penalised. 

As a club linesman, you are accepfed as a reput- 
able, reliable official. Be strictly honest in all your 
decisions. 

Always keep up with the play, preferably in line 
vith the defender nearest his own goal. 

If you are out of position, the referee has to look 
‘or you, and may miss your signals. 

Never argue with the referee NOR with the spec- 
ators. 

If you wish clarification on any point, wait till 
he end of the game, and ask the referee in a reason- 
ible manner. I am sure he will be happy to enlighten 
you, J
